Further notes on Neotropical Ceratopogonini 


Spinelli & Wirth (1984) reviewed the genus 
Alluaudomyia Kieffer in the Neotropics, from speci- 
mens collected mainly in the Amazonas, Central 
America, and the Caribbean Islands. Among the 
17 species that they treated, only the pupae of A. 
schnacki Spinelli and A. caribbeana S. & W. were 
described by them, and the following four species 
were recorded south of the Amazon Basin: A. 
catarinensis S. & W. and A. plaumanni S. & W. 
from southeastern Brazil, A. leei S. & W. from Bo- 
livia, and A. schnacki from Buenos Aires province 
in Argentina. Subsequently, Spinelli (1985) re- 
corded A. amazonica for the Argentinian province 
of Entre Ríos, and Spinelli (1988) described two 
new species: A. biestroi from northeastern Argen- 
tina and Uruguay, and A. guarani from these same 
areas and Paraguay. In this paper, A. distispinulosa 
S. & W. is recorded from Bolivia for the first time 
and its pupa, which was recently collected by L. J. 
Hribar, is described, and A. punctivenosa Wirth & 
Grogan is recorded for northeastern Argentina and 
Paraguay. 

The genus Baeodasymyia was proposed by 
Clastrier & Raccurt (1979), and is presently known 
by its type-species B. modesta C. & R. from Haiti, 
and B. dominicana, a fossil species from Domini- 
can amber, recently described by Szadzieswski & 
Grogan (1994). Wirth & Grogan (1988) also re- 
corded B. modesta from Rio Raposo, Colombia; 
first records of this species are provided here for 
northeastern Argentina and Paraguay. 

For general ceratopogonid terminology see 
Downes & Wirth (1981). Diagnoses of Alluau- 
domyia and Baeodasymyia may be found in Wirth 
& Grogan (1988). The specimens studied here are 
mounted on microscope slides in Canada balsam, 
and are deposited in the collection of the Museo 
de La Plata, La Plata, Argentina. 


Alluaudomyia distispinulosa Spinelli & Wirth 
(Figs. 1-4) 


Alluaudomyia distispinulosa Spinelli & Wirth, 
1984: 682 (female, male; Brazil, Colombia, and 
Venezuela). 


Pupa (male). Length 2.2 mm. Color of exuviae 
in phenol balsam yellowish brown. Respiratory 
organ (Fig. 1) four times longer than apical breadth, 
surface without tubercles but with sparse scales; 
distal portion with double row of 18 spiracular

openings. Operculum (Fig. 2) 1.25 times longer than 
greatest breadth, sparsely covered with rounded 
tubercles except on anterolateral and posterior 
margins; anterior end slightly concave, posterior 
end rounded; central portion with two slightly el- 
evated areas, each with a small tubercle bearing a 
minute anteriorly directed a. m. seta. Fourth ab- 
dominal segment (Fig. 3) with tubercles on ventral 
and dorsal sides as illustrated; dorsal side with a 
raised elliptical area, which is sparsely covered with 
small rounded tubercles. Terminal segment (Fig. 4) 
slightly longer than anterior breadth; ventral sur- 
face with sparse, small pointed tubercles on ante- 
rior 1/3; dorsal side densely covered with coarse, 
rounded tubercles; apicolateral processes moder- 
ately divergent, with scattered posteriorly directed 
pointed tubercles; ventral processes tightly ap- 
pressed, surface smooth, margins slightly wrinkled. 

Distribution. Bolivia, Brazil (Amazonas), Co- 
lombia, and Venezuela. 

Remarks. The pupa of A. distispinulosa can be 
distinguished from that of A. schnacki by the respi- 
ratory organ with a double row of 18 spiracular 
openings (23-26 in A. schnacki), by the single 
minute a. m. seta on the elevated area of the oper- 
culum (2 a. m. setae in A. schnacki), and by the 
more divergent apicolateral processes of the termi- 
nal segment.
